MONSTER CONSOLIDATION. 


AU Warehouse Interests of Brooklyn Wa- 


ter Front To Be Merged With S3O,OOO,- 
Q.OO Capital. 
NEW YOBK, Dec. 8.—An ambitious 


plan, which has been quietly worked 
upon for several years, and in which is 
contemplated a radical change in the 
shipping business of the port of New 
York, was made known Friday. 


It is to consolidate the warehouse 


interests of the Brooklyn water front, 
placing the business now carried, on by 
twenty-one firms •under tho direction 
of one concern, with a capital of §30,- 
000,000, practically the whole of which 
represents the land value of the-area 
which it is intended to acquire. 


The property included in the pro- 


posed consolidation runs from a point 
several blocks above the bridge to Go- 
wanus bay. "It is 2% miles long, with 
a bulkhead length of 4 9-10 miles,. or 
35,913 feet. There are now upon it 264 
brick warehouses, with floor space of 
9,390,220 square feet, 35 covered piers 
and 9 open piers with a joint berth 
length of 8 4-5 miles, storage yards 
with an area of 40 acres and 10 grain 
elevators with a capacity of 1,000,000 
bushels a day and having storage room 
for 20,000,000 bushels of grain.

The Circumstances.— V. 4. (1) This 


parable together with many others was 
epoken in the afternoon of a very busy 
day, as recorded In lesson VIII, and 
followed by a voyag-e across the sea of 
Galilee, the'same evening, in which 
Jesus was so weary that He slept calm- 
ly amid a terrible tempest. (3) "Much 
people were gathered together;" from 
all the surrounding country to see and 
hear the now famous teacher.

Included every variety of character 
represented in the parable spoken. (3) 
There were apparently great expecta- 
tions aroused that the Messiah had

•way they had conceived that He should 
come, as a great king bringing out- 
ward deliverance to the nation. Their 
expectations needed both correction 
and encouragement. (4) Jesus taught 
from a fishing boat as His pulpit (Matt. 
18:2). It was a short distance from the 
laud, while the multitudes stood upon 
the «ircular shores of the bay, which 
rise up as they recede from the water, 
thus forming a great amphitheater 
crowded 
with 
people, 
of 
which

center. 
MacGreggor, in 
his 


Bob Roy, once 
approached 
this 


place, and spoke to those on the 
shore. "It was remarkable," he says, 
"how distinctly every word was heard, 
though our voices were not raised, 
even at three hundred yards off; and it 
was very easy to comprehend how, in 
this clear air, a preacher sitting in a 
boat could address a vast multitude 
standing upon the shore." (5) All the 
material for the parable was close at 
hand, within view of the people. Grain- 
fields, unfenced, surrounded the place. 
The people had passed through them 
In the trodden paths on their way to 
the shore. These and black basaltic 
rocks were visible in the fields. "He 
spake by a parable."

The Instrumentalities. The Sower.—

who came to sow the good seed in this 
evil world; second, the Apostles who 
eoattered it over the world; third, all 
who go forth to preach or to teach, in 
public or in private, the truths of the 
word of God; fourth;* all whose holy 
example illustrates and impresses those 
truths. 


The Seed.—Vs. 5, 12. "To sow his 


seed." That is, the word of God (Luke 
8:11), the spiritual truths which God 
has revealed to m en in various ways, 
but especially by. His Son Jesus Christ. 


The Soil.—The soil for the good seed 


is the heart of man. including his mem- 
ory, mind and will. The seed cannot 
grow without soil; but the life is in the 
seed, not in the soil. The results de- 
pend largely on the kind of soil in 
which tho seed is sown and the prep- 
aration made for receiving the seed. 
"The illustration cannot touch at all 
points. It takes no account of the fact 
that the condition of the spiritual soil 
may be altered by Divine grace; that 
the trampled ground can become soft, 
the rocky ground deep and the thorns 
be rooted out."—Broadtis.

In current business.

But the 
working force is naturally.diminished 
near the end of the year, and the holi- 
day traffic brings just now a temporary 
activity which is of much general signifi- 
cance. The meeting of congress and 
the announcement of the new currency 
plan, and of various bills proposed, 
have not affected the situation per- 
ceptibly. Payments for bonds have 
been completed without disturbance, 
but did not prevent the shipment of 
some gold to Europe Fridaj-. On the 
whole agricultural products are scarce- 
ly stronger, and •wages do not advance, 
but there is reason to expect'the em- 
ployment of a somewhat larger work- 
ing force after the holidays. 


"Heavy sales of shoes duringthe past 


two months,-at prices said to be five 
and ten cents lower than recent prices 
of leather warrant, cause a general ef- 
fort for an advance, and some jobbers 
have conceded two and one-half cents 
on women's grain and buff shoes, but 
Others protest that no advance is pos- 
sible, and cut down or withdraw their 
orders. The orders for next season are 
quite encouraging as to quantity, but 
it is claimed that few can be filled at a 
profit, and leather seems firmer, with 
no prospect of a decline.

"The money market has not improv- 


ed, and the drift of idle money hither- 
ward is as large' as at any time this 
year, A remarkable statement shows 
that treasury transfers of money have 
been almost exclusively to New Or- 
leans— 52,375,000 in October, against 
865,000 to all other points, and 52,425,- 
000 in November, against 5303,000 to all 
other cities. Commercial loans show 
no increase whatever. 


"The liabilities in failures for the 


last week of November were 82,038,407, 
againstSO,904,470 for the same week last 
year, but the decrease was wholly 
in manufacturing liabilities, 8427,644, 
against 51,075,027 last j-ear, while trad- 
ing liabilities were Si,567,348, against 
51,208,449 last year.

Caught by a Street Car and 


Dragged Twenty Feet. 


Mmnlo McDimlels Is tlxo Victim mill 


Her Scnlp Is Literally Peeled On', l>ut 


tho Accident Muy Not Prove Fntal- 


A FrifthU'ul Accident on "West 


Second Street This Morning— 


Peculiar Coincidence. 


An accident with a most miraculous 


escape from a horrible death occurred 
on the line of the street raijroad, on 
West Second street, shortly before noon 
todaj'. 


The victim, a little three-year-old 


girl, while escaping death, suffers in- 
juries which will affect her to some 
extent all her life. 


It was one of those unavoidable and 


most deplorable affairs, and, while no 
"blame is attached to anyone, it is a 
matter of deepest and most sineere re- 
gret and sorrow on the part of those 
whom mere chance connects with it. 


The victim is little Mamie McDun- 


iels, daughter of Mi^ and Mrs. Johu 
McDaniels, who live on West Second 
street A street musician, who has 
been in ths city for several clays, was 
playing in that neighborhood, and a 
large crowd of children were follow- 
ing him around. Mamie started out 
with an older sister to hear the music 
which was on the opposite side of the 
street from their home. The elder of 
tho two ran across in front of the 
street car, and Mamie, who was at the 
side of the car, oblivious to all else but 
the music, thoughtlessly ran in front 
of the car. The motorman reversed 
the current, but the momentum car- 
ried the car on at a swift rate for prob- 
ably 2o feet. It struck the little girl 
and dragged her nearly that distance. 
When the car stopped it was found 
that the littlo one was wedsred in under 
the life guard with her head ngainst 
tho front wheel. 
Fortunately the 


brakes secured a firm hold, for if the 
wheel had revolved any it would have 
crushed her to a pulp. She was car- 
ried home and within a very few min- 
utes a half a dozen or more physicians 
were there. 


It was found that she suffered very 


painful injuries about the head, her 
scalp being literally pulled oft'. 
No 


bones were broken and the only other 
injuries were some slight bruises. 


Tho scalp is gone leaving the skull 


bare on a spot probably five inches 
long by three wide, Dr. Titus says 
that he thinks there are no internal 
injuries and the child may recover al- 
though it will be a slow and tedious 
process, 


The accident reveals several peculiar 


coincidences. The little girl lives in the 
house that the Ferguson boy who was 
run over about a year ago and had his 
leg cut off lived in at the time. The 
accident occurred within a few feet of 
the place where that xxfortuuate affair 
took place. 


The car was the Kanawhaand was in 


charge of Conductor Ben Rhodes and 
Motermau Luke Smith. Mr. Smith is 
one of the best, most faithful aud most 
careful men on the line, is the father 
of several iittle children and is very 
much affected by the unfortunate af- 
fair. 
Eye witnesses are united in tlu> 


opinion that it was entirely unavoid- 
able. In reversing the current the 
effect was noticed at the power house, 
bat the cause was of course not known 
until a few moments later when a 
message was received and Secretary 
Timmonds came dowo to the car.
